Mr.  C.  E.  Wells,  librarian  of  the  Col¬ 
lege  attended  the  meeting  of  the  State 
Library  Association  held  at  Jefferson 
City*  Thursday,  Friday,  and  Saturday, 
October  17,  18,  and  19.  Ho  was  accom¬

A  general  knowledge  of  the  activities 
being  caried  on  in  Missouri  and  Kansas 
state  anjl  federal  institutions  has  been 
gained  by  tlio  thirty-two  students,  who, 
as  tho  sociology  students  under  O.  My- 
king  Melius,  made  a  visit  Tues.day  to 
the  state  hospital  at  St.  Joseph,  tho  fed¬ 
eral  penitentiary  at  Leavenworth,  the 
stato  penitentiary  at  Lansing,  arid  tho 
institute  for  women.  ■ 

Tho  party  inculded  fifty-one  persons 
nltliogethor,  twenty  college  students 
studying  social  problems,  and  twelve 
students  in  tho  high -school  department 
studying  American  problems.  Tho  re¬ 
mainder  of  the  party  included  non-class 
personages.  Mr.  Mehus  accompanied  the 
group. 

While  tho  majority ,-  of  college  I  stud¬ 
ents  wero[  still  slqepi/.ig  this  group  as¬ 
sembled.  _nt  the  administration  h-ARding 
at  6  o’clock  in  the  mornirig,  andniy  8 
o’colek  were  in  St.  Joseph. 

Tho  Maryvillo  student  delegation  was 
personally  escorted  thru  the  State  Hos¬ 
pital  for  the  Insane  by  tho  superinten¬ 
dent.  An  oxtensivo  trip  was  made  thru 
the  several, wards,  into.  the.  dining,  halls, 
the  kitchen,  the  power  plant^  green¬ 
house,  laundry,  beauty  parlor,  and  Work 
shops. 

With  2400  patients  under  state  care 
in  this  institution,  with  tho  large  num¬ 
ber  of  buildings  to  upkeep,  and  with 
tho  vast  quantity  of  materials  and  feed 
required  for  its  welfare,  thore  was  not 
ono  member  of  tho  party  who  had  rea¬ 
son  to  doubt  tlio -  figure  givon  out  by 
the  superintendent  that  it  takos  $1600 
daily  to  keep  the  stato  hospital  in 
oporntion. 

There  are  many  impressions  to  be 
gained  from  a  tour  of  tho  St.  Josoph 
institution  for  tho  state’s  insane,  and 
probably  tho  most  impressive  is  the 
happiness  of  tho  patients.  Thoy  can 
smile  and  work  and  like  it.  Visitors 
are  wolcomo  by  them.  They  hail  visita¬ 
tions  by  outside  persons  with  the  samo 
amount  of  joy  that  a-  group  of  childron 
receive  tho  beginning  of  the  summer 
vacation  poriod. 

Tho  industry  of  the  patients  is  ano¬ 
ther  improssive  factor.  Although  de¬ 
mented  they  show  a  reasonable  ([ijiqqnt 
q£  skill,  some  unusually,  in  the  making 
'of  rugs,  artificial  flowers',  clothing, 
brooms,  mats,  and  other  articlos  which

Eating  time  at  the  state  hospital  is 
consuming  time.  Every  time  the  pa¬ 
tients  are  servod  eggs  the  consumption 
is  4000  eggs,  and  every  timo  pie  is  on 
the  menu  600  pies  aro  consumed. 

Tho  party  of  students  left  St.  Joseph 
at  9:30  o’clock  and  at  11:30  o’clock  ar¬ 
rived  at  Leavenworth.  At  1  o  ’clock  per 
sons  in  groups  of  twenty  were  escorted 
through  a  portion  of  the  federal  peni¬ 
tentiary.  Men  who  have  committed 
crimes  such  as  the  narcotic  trade,  vio¬ 
lation  of  prohibition,  robbery  of  tho 
United  States  mails,  all  of  which  intrude 
upon  national  laws,  are  sentenced  to 
terms  at  tho  federal  penitontiary. 

The  students  were  requested  to  march 
through  tho  penitentiary  corridors  dou¬ 
ble-breast.  Thoy  wore  under  close  guard 
as  the  federal  authorities  take  no 
chances. 

Thoy  wore  shown  tho  long  tiers  of 
colls,  a  group  of  prisoners  in  tlio  mess 
-hailj.-tiie-iauditorium-and  chapel,.,  and.  the 
work  shops.  But  they  were  not  taken 
through  tho  work  shops.  Trips  through 
tho  fedoral  ponitentiary  aro  always  hur¬ 
ried. 

At  Lansing,  a  short  drive  from  Lea- 
vonworth,  tlio  students  visited  the  state 
penitentiary  for  men.  This  trip  was  ox 
tonsive.; -They,  wero;  shown  tlio  dormitor¬ 
ies,  work  shops,  moss  hall,  kitchen,  mine 
shaft,  print  shop,  and  other  sections  of 
tho  institution. 

Tho  studonts  wero  ablo  to  obsorvo  at 
onco  that  tho  prisoners  aro  treated  woll, 
that  they  aro  prisoners  within  a  modern 
'institution,  and  havo  tho  advantages 
that  prisoners  should  have  under  good 
management. 

The  last  place  to  bo  visited  was  the 
women’s  institution  about  a  mile  from 
tho  stato  penitentiary.  This  institute 
takos  in  girls,  afflictod  with  disoaso 
and  cares  for  them  until  tho  medical 
authorities  of  the  institute  seo  fit  to 
order  roloase.  The  girls  aro  not  sen- 
toqced  to  tho  institute,  but  aro  under  its 
caro  until  public  authorities  seo  fit  to 
lot  them  go.  There  are  women  at  tho 
institute  who  havo  committed  crime 
and  are  under  sontonco. 

Tho  students  wore  shown  through  by 
tho  cliiof  matron  who  gavo  an  explana¬ 
tion  of  tho  institute’s  activities.
